| That upon making up the Accounts of the ſaid Farm, the Farmers were Returned in 
Arrears for their Rents Reſerved by the ſaid Letters Patents in the Summ of 14254 /:. 


15 5 5 d. and for non-payment thereof, the {zid Farmers were hindred from Collecting 
their ſaid Arrears: 


That in Azguft 1687 the late King Zames on paytnent of the ſaid 14254 7. 15 s. 5 d. 
into the Exchequer in England, by Letters Patents under the Great Seal of England, did 
Acquit and Diſcharge the ſaid Farmers and their Heirs from all Arrears, Debts and De- 
mands, due by or by Reaſon of their ſaid Farm ; and thereby there was a Power given 
to the ſaid Farmers to Collect the Arrears of the ſaid Quit-Rents and Crown-Rents ; and 


for preventing any General or Grievous Vexation or Trouble in the Colle&ting or Levy- 
ing thereof, a Clauſe was inccrted to this Effect: (Viz.) ; 
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That the ſaid Farmers in C olle&ting and 6 ecovering the Arrcars of Quit-Rents and 
Crown-Rents then ſtanding out, ſhould Obſerve, and Comply with ſuch Orders and 
Warrants: as his then Majeſty, his Heirs or Succefſors under his Sign Manual, or the hy 
Chict Governour or Goyernours of Ireland for the time being, or the Commiſſioners 


of the Treaſury, or High Treaſurer in England for the time being ſhould be pleaſed 
ro make touching the ſame.
